Breaking of Ratchet Pawl, Whirling of Wind- 
lass, Frantic Efforts of Operator Wilson to 


Save Companions Mark Monday Morning 
Accident at Euclid Water Co. Well No. 1 





The breaking of a ratchet pawl, the whirl of 
a windlass, the frantic efforts of Operater Guy 
Wilson to save his companions from injury, 
marked the fall of Robert Beard and Lee Lin- 
der down the shaft of Euclid Water Co. Well 
No. 1, on Seventeenth and Orange Avenue, 
Monday morning, when both men were injured 
and are now in San Antonio Hospital. 

Linder has a broken leg above the ankle, 
while Beard had the skin torn from his right 
arm from the elbow down. Word from the hos- 
pital at noon today is that Robert Beard is get- 
ting along nicely, but that Lee Linder has had 
a turn for the worse and is in a serious condi- 
tion. 

Three hundred fost down the shaft of Eu- 
clid Well No. 1, the men had traveled and step- 
ped from the bucket to a platform built at the 
mouth of a tunnel, The accident happened 
when the men after alighting from the bucket 
decided to continue on down to the bottom of 
the shaft, sixty feet farther down. Guy Wilson, 
operator of the hoist, had set in place the safety 
ratchet and taken his foot from the brake, un- 
der the impression that the two men would re- 


- 
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jmain on the platform for a short time... 


The wotkmen, however, evidently decided 
to continue on. down the shaft after but a mo- 
ment’s stop. Mounting the bucket, the weight 
of the men broke the pawl, and with the snap of 
the casting, Operator Guy Wilson put forth an 
almost superhuman effort to save his co-work- 
ers, with the cable broke, but once on its wav 
it was impossible for human strength to stop 
the fall of the two men. For fifty feet the men 
traveled downward and when the crash came, 
Bob Beard found himself beneath the big buck- 
et and his companion unconscious beside him. 

In spite of the fact that the skin was torn 

from his right arm from the elbow to his hand, 
Beard managed to fasten himself to the hoisting 
cable, the bucket having been broken, and then 
rang for the up trip. Operator Wilson brought 
Beard to the top without further accident and 
immediate steps were made to get Linder. out 
of the shaft. - . 
Ad Bryden volunteered to make the trip and 
equipped with boards and ropes he journeved 
to, the bottom of the shaft and in a short time 
brought Linder out safely. An ambulance car- 
ried both’men to San Antonio Hospital where 
Dr. Wm. H. Craig and Dr. J. B, Craig eared for 
them, and this morning word from the hospital 
is to the effect that they are getting along 
nicely. : 

The svstem employed at the well in the op- 
eration of the hoist has been working perfectly ; 
in fact it had been working so well that both 
W. K. Beattie and G. A. Hanson of the Euclid 
Water Company had made several trips to the 
hottom of the shaft. Breaking of the pawl was 
the cause of the accident and. although Guy 
Wilson felt the responsibility véry keenly his 
employers and co-workers assure him it was 
iust one of those things that happen once in a 
vreat while and the responsibility for the acei-

In all Southern California there are ap- 
proximately 4,000 cars of navel oranges to be 
shipped. 

One-fourth of that number, or 1,000 cars of 
navels, are right here in this district. In other 
words, in that territory from Etiwanda on the 
east to the county line on the west, there is to- 
day approximately 1,000 cars of navels, or one=- 
fourth of the navel crop of all Southern Cali- 
fornia yet to be shipped. 

Of that 1,000 cars approximately 675 cars 
will be shipped from packing houses located 
right here in Upland. 

If the above announcement doesn’t make 
you feel good, you’re hopeless. 

Fruit te Be Shipped 

As we are dealing in figures you will be in- 
terested in the outlook from now until Novem- 
er Ist. These figures are approximate and 
cover all fruit to be shipped both by the O. K. 
Exchange and independent shippers. 

Commencing April Ist there are to go for- 
ward from this district, Etiwanda on the east 
to the county line on the west, oranges, all va- 
rieties, lemons and grapefruit, 2190 cars. 

Following the close of the navel season 
which will probably be the middle of May, 
there are some 400 cars of Valencias to be ship- 
ped as well as a lot of miscellaneous oranges 
and grapefruit. These shipments will spread 
over a period of several weeks, last shipments 
heing about Septemher 30. 

There are evidently about 675 cars of lem- 
ons to be shipped from this district also and 
Upland is the largest lemon shipping section in 
the district. 

The market on citrus fruit is holding steady 
and Manager H. B. Harlow stated to a News 
representative yesterday, “The citrus deal looks 
good to me and I am hoping for the best result 
that has been obtained for the growers in a long 
time.

What is the duty of a newspaper to a com- 
munity ? 

If you were to stand on a street corner in 
your community and ask this question of the 
first ten persons you approached, you would 
undoubtedly receive ten distinct and different 
opinions as to the duties and obligations of:a 
newspaper in your particular community, and 
your community would not differ materially 
in this respect from most any other com- 
munity. 

From the standpoint of a newspaper man, 
the duty and obligation of a newspaper to 2 
community is not materially different from 
that of the banker, the merchant, the farmer, 
the preacher, or any other individual or or- 
ganization engaged in rendering a service of 
material or spiritual benefit to the community 
for profit. Not in dollars and cents atone, but 
a profit that carries with it the respect and 
confidence of the individuals who make up the 
community. Whether it be in the metropoli- 
tan centers of vast population or in the coun- 
try town, the essentials of service to the com- 
munity are fundamentally the same regardless 
of the varying degrees of application based on 
the peculiar circumstances or conditions of 
any given community. 

As individuals here assembled, representing 
practically every walk of commercial, indus- 
trial, and professional life in this community, 
ean you conjure in your minds what sort of a 
community this would be without a newspaer? 

The newspaper is the handmaiden of civili- 
zation, the advance guard of human progress, 
standards of education and morals, general in- 
telligence and literacy can be readily deter- 
mined by the presence or the absence of the 
newspaper in a community. As a point of il- 
lustration: in this country, the lowest perecent- 
age of literacy among our own eitizens is to 
be found in the mountainous sections of Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee, and in the Ozarks where 
the newspaper does not penetrate. 

In any community, the banker, the mer- 
chant, the business man generally, or the i:- 
dividual who contributes his share of labor to 
the community for a salary or wage, must 
earn a profit. In this respect the newspaper 
is no different from all the others who contri- 
bute of their time, their talents, or their money 
to make their community a better place in 
which to live and labor. A newspaper publi- 
eation, though it may not fail outright, can 
hardly be accounted successful if it does not 
make enough from its product to help it con- 
stantly to better its product and to add to the 
equipment and plant and the organization 
whieh ereates it so that it can live on a par 
with other businesses and render a strong 
and virile service to the community which it 
endeavors. to serve. A newspaper, therefore, 
must be conducted for profit. It must earn its 
own living. The signal fact remains that un- 
less a newspaper is conducted for profit it is 
not a unit of itself but part of something else. 

For instance, there is a publication issued 
regularly by the National City Company of 
New York, a subsidiary of the great National 
City Bank of New York. This pubtication is 
a part of the National City Company. His 
ene of the most widely read publications im 
the United States, yet it is published for the 
specifie purpose of rendering first of all a ser- 
vice to the National City Company. Its in- 
terest. in the public generally is of secondary 
consideration to its purpose of having the pub- 
lic generally serve the interests of the Na- 
tional. City Company. 

There is the great Christian Science Moni- 
tor. A wonderful publication, marvelously 
constituted, and of world-wide distribution. 
Yet it is a part, an arm, and a branch of the 
Christian Science Church. It is rendering an 
unusual service but it is a service of interest 
specifically to one class of the people in the 
communities throughout the world in which 
it cireulates. The same thing is or, rather, 
was true of the oll time political party or- 
gans and so of any publication purporting to 
be a newspaper, conducted either secretly or 
publicly to advance a special cause or special 
interest. 















































































































































































The Newspaper’s Duty 

The duty of a newspaper to a community is 
to give consideration to no individual cause or 
interest, but to be fully representative of the 
eommunity life as a whole. A newspaper that 
is fulfilling its obligation to a community 
knows no class, no.creed, and does not regoe- 
nize the rights of any individual or group of 
individuals to be paramount or superior in 
any degree of the rights and privileges ac- 
corded under constituted law and authority 
to the most humble and lowly among the eiti- 
zens of the community. 

A newspaper to completely discharge its 
duties and obligations to a community, must 
be sound at heart and must be independent of 
any interest whatsoever which might affect its 
principles or in the slightest degree control 
its policies. 

An independent newspaper as I conceive it, 
is none other than a newspaper conducted by 








an individual with a heart and a conscience. 
An individual in whom there is fundamentally 
no essential difference in human make up than 
there is in any other individual, who fears God 
and stgives to do right. The same principles 
apply to a newspaper conducted by a group of 
individuals. 

The degree of independence which a news- 
paper exhibits is something that cannot be 
regulated, controlled, or affected by any agen- 
ey other than human impulses and emotion, 
the discernment and discretion on the part of 
its ownership or what is right and what is 
wrong. The newspaper that is actuated or 
conducted by any other principle or method 
is not an independent newspaper. ? 

In a community with which I am familiar, 
where the economic pressure of recent years 
has brought about consolidation of newspapers 
due to the tremendous cost of publication and 
the unwillingness or inability of the commu- 
nity to pay the bill, I have frequently heard 
this statement made: ‘‘There ought to be an 
independent newspaper in this town so some 
of the rest of us could get our views express- 
ed,’’ and just as frequently as these remarks 
have been heard have I been able to deter- 
mine that it was not the public interest that 
would be served by a so-called independent 
newspaper, but the speeial and selfish interest 
of the individual or individuals espousing the 
establishing of the so-called independent news- 
paper. 

One of the stock phrases in the discussion 
of newspapers is to refer to the press as ‘‘the 
moulder of public opinion.’’ This expression 
in the abstract is construed by the public gen- 
erally to mean that the newspaper sets itself 
up as the intellectual mentor of the commu- 
nity and that it presumes to espouse through 
its columns those principles, policies or pro- 
jects it wants the publie at large to accept. 

This is decidedly not what is intended by 
the expression—the press, the moulder of pub- 
lie opinion. Newspapers that funetion hon- 
estly—and 99 out of 100 of them do, have an 
entirely different conception of their obliga- 
tion to the public in the moulding of public 
opinion. 

It is. the purpose of the newspaper in a 
community to publish plain statements of fact 
—as nearly honest and accurate as humanly 
possible—unbiased, unpresudiced and uncolor- 
ed. It is assumed that if the newspaper gives 
the information on any given subject or topic 
that the reader, in the light of the information 
given through the columns of the newspaper 
will utilize his own mental processes, to for- 
mulate his own opinions, arrive at his own 
conclusions and then act on his own initiative 
—thus the newspaper, in supplying the facts 
to the public generally makes it possible for 
‘‘publie opinion to be moulded.”’ 

The field of news interest is a broad and 
expansive as limitless space—as deep, dark 
and mysterious as life itself. We all have our 
special interests that blind us to the impor- 
tance of other people’s interests. The ardent 
suffragist sniffs with disdain when her taxi- 
cab is blocked by a crowd of men trying to 
force their way into a prize fight; the non- 
golfer can’t understand why columns of golf 
news should be allowed to clutter up his news- 
paper; the man of business may never see the 
report of a sensational crime. Each buys the 
paper for the news that is closest to his own 
interest; and the editor presiding over his 
multitude of readers like Neptune riding the 
waves, must decide how much space to give to 
this interest and how much to that, in order 
to maintain some degree of order and har- 
mony. ; 

Has Different Problems 

In many respects the problem of the small 
city editor is more difficult than that of the 
editor in the big town because he has fewer 
pages and must make a more studied selection 
of news. Yet the reader of a small city paper 
misses nothing that is really vital so far as 
the facts of world history ‘are concerned, in 
addition to keeping constantly in contact with 
the life of his own community. The success- 
ful editor, the editor who works continuously 
at his job, knows his duty to his community 
and fulfills it. He must learn the rule of 
comparative values and not deviate from it. 

No news article, no matter how much a par- 
ticular individual might be interested in it 
assays any higher in values than is shown by~ 
the rest of the rule of comparative news 
values.. It is a peculiar quirk of human na- 
ture how a news article laudatory of a par- 
tieular individual takes on unusual value in 
the eyes of that individual—and on the other 
hand have you ever noticed how quickly a 
news article becomes relatively unimportant 
in the eyes of that individual when it is not 
so laudatory? 

Col, Robert McCormick, co-editor and pub- 
lisher of the great Chicago Tribune, says: 

‘Individually. most people rail at the-news- 
papers of today. Collectively, they will not 
tolerate any other kind.’’ 

it is queer how some people will compliment 
the editor on the publication of a news article 
‘about the other fellow’’ and rail at him when 
the news article happens to be about them, 
The newspaper receives much comment, large- 
ly unfavorable, upon the selection of news 
for publication. The principal charge, of 
course, especially with the bigger city news- 
papers, is that they lean toward sensational- 
ism. The charge is perfectly true, but if sen- 
sationalism in itself is an objection, how much 
of literature can escape? 

Newspaper editors come from the ranks of 
the normally educated. The first newspaper 
men’s minds were moulded by the prevailing 
edueation. Newspapers have not altered this 
standard. Our earliest instruction, be it re- 
liigous or otherwise, is filled with marvels. 

I trust no one will misunderstand if I draw 
attention,jo those features of the Bible which 
stand out in every man’s memory, how great 
or how little a reader of the Scriptures he. 


may be: The Creation, the Flood, the drunk- 


enness of Noah, the Plagues, the death of 
Absalom, David and Bathseba, the thousand

wives of Solomon, the Immaculate Conception, 
the Miracles, the Crucifixion, the Resurree- 
tion, the Adventures of St. Paul. 

Entering the realm of great poems, what 
more sensational than ‘‘Paradise Lost’’; than 
‘‘Dante’s Inferno’’? Passing into lay or pro- 
fane literature, what works of Shakespeare 
first strike your memory—Hamlet, Macbeth, 
King Lear, Julius Caesar. What of Homer 
and Cicero? Were the Greek tragedies sen- 
sational? 

It is everywhere the same. Literature other 
than scientifie and economie literature is 
founded upon sensation, and, what is more 
sensational than aviation and ardio? Others 
than journalists made a_ sensation of Dar- 
win’s dry tomes. 

The next charge we hear is that of un- 
truthfulness, a very acrimonious word for the 
reason that it combines two words in its mean- 
ing, ‘‘aecuracy’’ and “‘honesty.’’ If you say 
to me that newspapers are inexact, I will say 
‘‘amen.’’ If you say they are dishonest, [ 
will say their honesty is in the ration of eleven 
out of twelve. To claim,a higher ratio than 
that would be presumptious. 

Problem of Accuracy 

Accuracy is difficult and rare of attain- 
ment. Last year I was one of five witnesses 
to an automobile accident. None of the wit- 
nesses had any personal interest in the case; 
none meant to deceive. Their stories varied 
considerably and agreed on only one point— 
the street corner at which the accident took 
place. 

Col. MeCormiek in discussing the subject of 
newspaper accuracy says: 

‘‘T was one of those who witnessed the 
Dempsey-Firpo fight. In common with many 
others I saw Dempsey after the first conteat 
temporarily on his knees grasping the arms 
of his opponent. Filled with belief in Demp- 
sey’s superiority,.I assumed, as did all the re- 
porters, that he had slipped. He later ad- 
mitted that he had been knocked down. A 
preconceived opinion would not yield to the | 
evidence of the eyes.”’ 

The reporter Witnessing an event has but 
one pair of eyes, located in a certain position. 
To be sure the eyes are trained, and the posi- 
tion generally an excellent one for observa- 
tion. But he may err and others may differ 
from him. It is not necessary to be wrong to 
be contradicted. 

The majority of the happenings reported in 
your newspaper do not oceur before the re- 
porter’s eyes. He is forced to accept hearsay 
testimony and sift it without the right to com- 
pel witnesses or administer an oath. Of course 
liars do go into the reporting profession, just 
as unworthy men enter other professions, but 
they eliminate themselves. 

Another charge against newspapers is that 
they are controlled by their advertisers. Of 
course, we are considering newspapers gen- 
erally now, because we are all satisfied that 
such ascharge could have no loeal application. 
However, this charge with reference to news- 
papers is as absurd as a number of false state- 
ments which by continued reiteration win a 
certain belief. 

Shall I refer to the charge that news is dis- 
torted for ulterior purposes? 

What ulterior purpose can you imagine a 
newspaper would have strong enough to en- 
tice it to adulterate the article it sells? Would 
you expeet your local dairyman to put ipecac 
or prussic acid in the milk, As well expect 
that newspaper man to poison his news. Mind 
you, the charge is not made that we ‘‘water 
the news’’ but poison it. And news is our 
staple in trade. 

There remains the editorial policy of the 
newspaper. Those policies vary widely and 
to some extent follow the publie opinion in, 
which they circulate. In the big newspaper 
organization editorial policy is usually formu- 
lated by an editorial board whereas in the 
small city paper editorial policy is usually 
the expression of one man’s opinion. 3 

And finally I would like to bring to you Col. 
MeCormick’s carey of a newspaper: 





“The newspaper 4s an institution developed 
by modern civilization to present the news of 
the day, to foster, commeree and industry 
through widely cireulated advertisements, and 
to furnish that check upon governments which 
no constitution has ever been able to provide.”’

Not an Advertising Medium 


(San Bernardino Telegram) 
Although the federal government forbids 
the use of the ‘‘air’’ for advertising pur- 
poses, it is known ‘that several broadcasting 
stations are available for that purpose and 
that one station cam be rented by advertis- 


ers for $1800 an héur. However, up to this 


tiae public opinion and the government regu- 
lations have combined to dissuade national 
merchandisers from: resorting to this adver- 
tising medium. 

Advertising possibilities in the radio are. 
tremenJous. It might be said that the air is 
naturally an advertising medium. Through 
the broadcasting station an advertiser might 
reach miliiens of prospective buyers nightly. 

I'o be deprived of this unprecedented me- 
dium is probably tragical in the eyes of the 
advertiser. But it* would be a far greater 
tragedy to besiege the air with sales talks 
when millions are seeking entertainment and 
edification through the receiving sets. 

Until science succeeds in evolving a radio 
receiving set that will permit absolute selec- 
tivity, so that the receiver will not be an- 
noyed by undesirable stations, the radio will 
not be a medium of advertising. — 
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Some state eventually will pass a law mak- 
. ing it a misdemeanor for wives to shoot hus- 
bands out of season. 





| Tested Recipes 
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Lent is almost over, but : 









following fish dishes will prove 
acceptable to the housewife who 
is hunting for a different way in 
era to serve the same ingred- 
ients: 
Creamed Shrimps and Green 
Pepper 


Two tablespoons butter, two 
tablespoons flour, two cups milk, 
one-half teaspoon salt, one-fourth 
teaspoon pepper, one-half cup chop- 
ped green pepper, one and one- 
| halt cups shrimps, toast. Melt the 
butter and add the flour, cook un- 
til bubbling and add the milk 
gradually, stirring constantly. Cook 
until smooth and thickened. Sea- 
son with salt and pepper. Place 
this sauce over hot water and heat 
in it the green pepper and shrimps. 
Use either freshly cooked or can- 
ned .shrimps which have been 
thoroughly cleaned, and cut in 
halves. Serve on crackers or 
toast, or in timbale or puff paste 
cases. 





Scalloped Salmon 


Butter baking dish, put in layer 
of bread crumbs, then layer of 
salmon, and so on until dish is 
‘filled. Make a thickening of one 
tablespoon flour and one pint 
milk; season well. Pour over sal- 
mon and bread. Bake fifteen min- 
utes in good hot oven. Serve 
with egg sauce. 





Sardine Sandwiches 


One small box sardines, yoke of 
one hard boiled egg, juice of one 
lemon and a little cayenne. Drain 
sardines, remove skin and bones, 
mash with fork, add the egg yolk 
rubbed through sieve, the lemon 
juice, cayenne and enough melted 
butter to make a paste. Do not 
butter the bread, but spread the 
paste directly on it. 





Stewed Fish 

Take rock cod or bass cut in 
thick slices, rub well with salt; 
have ready a sauce made as fol- 
lows: Two large onions sliced 
and browned in one small cup of 
olive oil; add to this one large 
cup of tomatoes, a handful of 
parsley chopped fine, and one 
small cup of good vinegar. Let 
this all boil together for five min- 
utes, then add fish. Cook slowly 
for two hours; add a little water 
if necessary». Eaten either hot or 
cold. 























































Fish Salad 

Two cups fried or baked fish 
pulled to pieces, one cup cold 
mashed potatoes, three hard boiled 
eggs sliced, season with a little 
fresh parsley, salt and pepper, one 
tablespoon of vinegar. Mix salad 
dressing in to hold salad together. 





























Also while eggs are compara- 
tively cheap, now is the time to 
have omelets, and the following 
recipes are suggested: 


Plain or Puffy Omelet 


4 eggs, 4 tablespoons hot water, 
salt, pepper, 1 tablespoon butter. 
Beat the whites until they are 
stiff; and beat the yolks with the 
seasonings until they are well 
mixed. Add the hot water; then 
fold this mixture into the egg- 
whites. Melt the butter in the 
pan, taking care to cover the en- 
tire surface with it. Turn the 
mixture into the pan, spread it 
over smoothly and let it cook, 
following procedure 1, 2 or 3. 

Procedure 1—Cook the omelet 
slowly on the top of the stove un- 
til it is browned underneath, un- 
tli it is puffy on top and until it 
begins to ghrink away from the 
sides of the pan. Finish the ome- 
let in the oven until the top is 
dried and browned. 

Procedure 2—Set the pan in the 
oven and cook the omelet until it 
is well puffed and the top is dried 
and browned. __ 

Procedure 8—Cover the pan or 
chafiing dish closely and cook the 
omelet slowly, turning the pan 
frequently to insure even cooking 
on the bottom. When the omelet 
is well puffed and almost firm, re- 
move the cover and finish the 
cooking. 

Always allow one egg for each 
serving and one tablespoon of 
liquid for each egg.~ Hot water 
makes the most tender omelet, 
but milk may be used if desired. 























































































French Omelet 


French omelets are entirely dif- 
ferent in manipulation and appear- 
ance, All the ingredients are add- 
ed to the eggs—which are not sep- 
arated, but instead are beaten to- 
gether and turned into a pan. The 
French omelet is usually rolled 
up like a jelly roll. 

4 eggs, 4 tablespoons water, 
salt, cayenne, 4% teaspoon powder- 
ed sugar, 1 tablespoon butter. 

Beat the eggs and the season- 
ing thoroughly. Melt the butter 
in the hot pan and pour in the 
mixture. When the under side be- 
gins to cook, lift it with a fork 
so that the uncooked portion may 
flow underneath and be cooked in 
turn. Repeat this operation till 
the whole omelet is of a creamy 
consistency, Brown the bottom 
and fold the omelet. ‘

HARRY 0, BAKER 
HELO FOR MURDER 


Harry O. Baker was Saturday 
morning held to answer in the Su- 
perior Court on the charge of mur- 
dering James Winn, San Bernar- 
dino taxicab driver, last November. 
Information against Baker was 
filed in the Superior Court Mon- 
day. He will be arraigned on the 
charge next Saturday at i0 a.m., 
a. date being set at that time for 
his trial. 

Only three witnesses were on 
the stand Saturday. W. E. Ben- 
nett, a half brother of Winn, tes- 
tified as to Winn being the own- 
er of the automobile which was 
found in Santa Ana on the morn- 
ing following the murder. 

The other witnesses were Sher- 
iff W. A. Shap and Gordon Stearns, 
youth who had worked on the 
J. Doyle ranch with Baker. 
The sheriff told of various stories 
told by Baker and of securing cer- 
tain clues in the investigation. 
He told of talks with Baker. 

Planned to Make Trip 

Stearns said he had been told 
by Baker that he and Kirk were 
planning to leave for Mexico. At 
first, Stearns said, he planned to 
go with them, but later changed | 
his mind. 

Baker, accompanied by Kirk, ap- 
peared in a store at 407 Third 
Street two nights before Winn was 
slain and left an iron bar on a 
shelf, it wag testified by T. J. 
Farrell. Farrell said the bar was

He examined 
the bar, Farrell said. 

“That belongs to me,” Baker 
said, Farrell stated. 

Questioned as to its purpose, 
Baker declared it was for use at 
the Doyle ranch, where he was 
employed, taking it with him when 
he and Kirk departed from the 
store. 

Another witness, Edward Doyle. 
‘employer of Baker at the time of 
the murder, told of missing a sim- 
ilar steel tool about that date 
from the tool house at the ranch. 
The instrument has never been 
found, he said. 


Body is Located 

It was at the Doyle ranch near 
Highland, under an-old barn, that 
searchers discovered the dead 
body of the murdered man sev- 
eral days after his disappearance. 
The murder of Winn last Novem- 
ber 28 was one of the most atroc- 
ious crimes in the history of San 
Bernardino County. 

He had been cruelly beaten to 
death by blows from some sharp 
heavy instrument, deep abrasures 
in the skull indicating the feroc- 
ity of the human fiends who had 
attacked him.
